The building will cost $87,000, ac- 
cording to plans made public Thursday 
morning, when Charles A. Smith, chair- 
man of the building committee, made 
application to Ed. R. Hays, bullding 
inspector, for a permit. The equipment 
will cost $13,000, and $16,000 has been 
paid for the site. 

The church will occupy a lot 90 by 
100 feet, recently purchased from E. 
Woodruff. When completed, the church 
will be one of the prettiest buildings 
in Atlanta. Architects who have ex- 
amined the plans on file in the city 
hall have pronounced them  wmaster- 
pieces of architectural art. 

To Be Completed This Year. 

“The church will be finished within 
nine months,” said Charles <A.. Smith, 
chairman of the building committee, 
Thursday. “There will be a number of 
features which wlll appeal to everyone 
who attends the services. We are well 
pleased with the plans and the progress 
of the efforts of the church.” 

That the church will be erected 
earlier than anticipated is due largely, 
it is said, to the bequest of $65,000 in 
the will of Mrs. Sue H. Mims, who died 
recently. She provided the money to 
be used for building purposes, and also 
left $1,000 to be used in some other 
way.

They 
were mystified and deeply apprehensive 
on account of General Huerta’s refusal 
last night to permit the departure of 
Madero and Suarez, after all had been 
prepared for their exile. 

The anxiety of the women was not 
relieved until shortly before noon, when 
they were informed of the state of af- 
fairs. 

In the meantime Madero and Suarez 
were confined in rooms which had been 
assigned to them in the national palace, 
and from which the guards were never 
absent. 

They were in a state of deep dejec- 
tion, as they had been informed of 
Gustavo Madero’s death, and were 
deeply concerned as to their own fate. 

When informed of the provisional 
president's intention to permit the 
cabinet to settle his fate, Madero ap- 
peared not greatly relieved. He sat 
sullenly refusing to answer questions.

Gustavo Madero, who was shot yes- 
terday, remarked on one @casion that 
South America had been considered as 
a refuge just before it became evident 
that the government of Porfirio Diaz 
was weakening. The Maderos about 
that tlme considered that they were 
begten and had made all arrangements 
to buy property in South America. 

The treasury department is at pres- 
ent closed, pending its formal delivery 
to the new authorities by the retiring 
minister of finance, Ernesto Madero. Ail

At the close of the review the troops 
were dispatched to the different bar- 
racks. The crowds continued their jol- 
ification; thousands. marched through 
the downtown district, carrying ban- 
ners and dividing the “vivas” between 
the popular idols—Hwerta, the presi- 
dent, and Diaz, the conqueror. 

Ail political prisoners throughout the 
country have been ordered released by 
President Huerta. One hundred and 
fifty prisoners in the penitentiary here, 
hitherto overlooked, were discovered 
this afternoon and set free. 

Diaz Denies Killing Gustave Madero. 

Felix Diaz today denied responsibil- 
ity for the execution of Gustavo Madero 
and Adolfo Basso, superintendent of, 
the national palace. The official report 
of the death of Gustavo Madero says: 

“He was being removed from one 
part of the arsenal to another when he 
made a dash for liberty. The officers 
in charge fired at him and killed him.”

“In view of the events which have 
occurred from first to last in the na- 
tion and for the greater peace of our 
country, we make this formal resigna- 
tion of our posts of president and vice 
president.” 

There Will Be Mores War. 

Only the most optimistic résidents 
f the Mexican capital pretend to be- 
lieve that the substitution of General 
Huerta for Francisco Madero will re- 
sult in the restoration of complete 
peace throughout the republic. It re- 
mains to be seen how many of the 
rebel leaders will accept the invita- 
tlon extended to them by Huerta to 
join in an effort to restore normal 
conditions, 

It appears to be taken for granted 
that Emiliano Zapata, “the irreconcil- 
able rebel,” wil] continue at head of 
his powerful force in the south, while 
Vasquez Gomez, by the issue Of his 
proclamation proclaiming the presi- 
dency, has rendered conditions in the 
north problematical. 

Those familiar with the propaganda 
of the northern rebels express the be- 
lief that Pascual Orozco, Inez Salazar 
and other leaders may not be satis- 
fied with the selection of only one 
of their comrades, David de la Fuente, 
as a cabinet minister. 

The new administration will not 
temporize with any of the rebels. It 
declares that all] that is possible will 
be done to effect a reconciliation, but 
in the event of failure in this direc- 
tion, it proposes to wage vigorous 
warfare. 

Huerta on Soldier’s Oath. 


A new interpretation of the _ sol- 
dier’s oath of allegiance, which doubt- 
less will stand as a precedent, was 
given by General Huerta in an address 
to the students of the military school 
at Tlalpam today. These students 
were the ones who began the revolt 
in the capital. 

Although Huerta directed the cam- 
paign against Felix Diaz with vigor 
for more than a week, he told these 
boys that they acted properly and 
lived up to their obligations as army 
men in “striking for the welfare of 
their country.”

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MAKING FOR PEACE. 


A statement in parliament by Winston 

Churchill of British policy as regards the 
rivalry between Germany and Great Britain 

in the matter of naval enlargement has 
brought about worldwide approval, and the 
best part of it is that the British policy is 
declared to be acceptable to the Germans. 

It now appears that there is not only a 
possibility, but a probability, of a naval 
understanding between Great Britain and 
Germany, the effect of which would be 
felt in every one of the great powers which 
are now stripping themselves and their 
people in the mad rush to see which can 
sink the most in dreadnaughts. 

Mr. Churchill’s statement was made on 
the naval éstimates of last year, but public 
attention has been only recently attracted 
to the attitude of the British government, 
as expressed in his remarks, by the re- 
sponse just made in the reichstag by Von 
Jagow, German foreign minister, and by 
Admiral von Tirpitz, both of whom, in 
emphasizing the very happy relations ex- 
‘isting between Germany and Great Britain, 
accepted the standard of supremacy for the 
British navy, as outlined by Mr. Churchill, 
who said: 

The actual standard in new construction 
which the admiralty has followed during re- 
cent vears has beén to develop a 60 per cent 
Superiority in vessels of the dreadnaught 
type over the German navy on the basis of 
the existing fleet law. I must not be taken 
AS agreeing that the ratio of 16 to 10 could 
be regarded as sufficient preponderance for 
British naval strength as a whole above that 
of the next strongest naval power. We are 
able for the present to adhere to so moder- 


ate a standard because of Our great supert- 
ority in vessels of the pre-dreadnaught era. 


Continuing in further defining the Brit- 
ish policy and in making it clear that the 
attitude of his government in this matter 
would be largely controlied by the Ger. 


mans, Mr. Churchill said: 


Let me make clear, however, that any 
retardation or reduction in German construc- 
tion will within certain limits be promptly fol- 
lowed here, as soon as itis apparent, by large 
and fully proportional reductions. .. . Here 
then is perfectly plain and simple plan of 
arrangement, whereby without any diplo- 
matic negotiation, without any bargaining, 
without the slightest restriction upon the 
sovereign freedom of either power, this keen 
and costlv naval rivalry can be at any time 
abated. It is better, I am sure, to put it 
quite frankly, for the parllaments and peo- 
ples to judge for themselves. 


The friendly reception of the British at- 
titude by the Germans is strikingly sig- 
nificant. The announcement has been re- 
ceived with marked cordiality in Austria 
and among the other European govern- 
ments, and it is believed that it paves the 
way for complete naval understanding 
among the European powers, the effect of 
which would at once be felt in the United 
States. 

For the past few years it has seemed 
that it has been the German policy not 
only to keep apace of Britain in the mat- 
ter of dreadnaught construction, but to 
increase the annual naval output of the 
empire at a greater ratio than that of its 
neighbor across the channel. The world 
has been given to understand, inferentially, 
that it was Germany’s intention to have 
a navy as large as Britain’s, and that at no 
distant day. 
built more, and the mad rivalry has affected 
every other country. That it would have 
in time resulted disastrously there can 
be no doubt. 

Britain now takes the position that she 
is entitled to ten dreadnaughts to Ger- 
many’s six, and that it is her purpose to 
gaintain that ratio at whatever cost, let- 
¢ing Germany fix the basis. In other words, 
#f Germany floats twelve dreadnaughts 
England will not be satisfied with less than 
twenty, or if Germany is satisfied with 
nothing less than twenty-four, England will 
have forty. 

It is of worldwide importance that Ger- 
many recognizes and atcepts the British 
position. The Vienna Neue Freie Press 
declares that the understanding will affect 


As Germany built Britain | 
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the budget of every country in the world, 
“and is likely to lead to the happiest con- 
sequences for all.” 

The London Chronicle, in discussing 
the tendency toward an Anglo-German en- 
tente, as indicated by the event, says that 
“it fixes for the first time something like 
a basis of agreement. There has not yet 
been much time for German comment, but 
it is already clear that Germany will wel- 
come this method of beginning the great 
task of reducing the pace in the armaments 
race.” 

Of its effect upon the trend for world- 


wide peace, The Chronicle well says: 


Anglo-German rivalry has had bad effects 
everywhere; the budgets of all the great 
powers have felt it. With its disappearance 
the relief will be general and welcome, and 
in the new era which we hope is heralded 
the forces working for world-peace will re- 
ceive a still more powerful support and rein- 
forcement. 


A NEFARIOUS SYSTEM. 


The advocates of the “scientifically ad- 
justed” public building “pork” bill over- 
whelmed protest in the national house and 
crushed opposition, passing the measure 
in a riotous outburst of enthusiasm, not- 
withstanding the bitter protest of Chairman 
Fitzgerald of the committee on appropria- 
tions, and of some of the other democrats 
who agreed with him. 

The bill now goes to the senate, and it 
remains to be seen whether or not it will 
have as easy sailing there as it had in the 
house. If it does the president would have 
an admirable opening for another veto. 

When Chairman Fitzgerald, in -protes!- 
ing against the passage of the bill in the 
house, said that it was “so scientifically 
framed that it would pass,” he meant to 
say that it was so constructed that it would 
pass regardless of its notorious defects. 
Enough members, both republicans and 
democrats, had been sufficiently fed at the 
pork trough to guarantee affirmative action.

| New News of Yesterday 


A Banker’s Advice to the Secretary of 
the Treasury. 


By E. J. Edwards. 

(Copyrighted, 1913, for The Constitution.) 

This daily series of anecdotes and inci- 
dents that throw new, interesting and fre- 
quently dramatic light on famous events 
and personalities of the past have been col- 
lected by Mr. Edwards during nearly forty 
years of more or less intimate acquaint- 
ance with many of the country’s leaders 
since the Civil War. Each anecdote or in- 
cident is fresh from Mr. Edwards’ note- 
book, and, either in whole or {fn part, it 
constitutes NEW NEWS OF YESTERDAY, 
garnered from the men who made the 
news—the history—or from equally author- 
itative sources. As important contributions 
of the “human interest” sort to American 
history, these articles have a distinctive 
value all their own. 


“T have sometimes wondered whether 
William Pitt Fessenden, had he remained 
in Lincoln's cabinet as secretary of the 
treasury, would have been able to work out 
a suggestion which was made to him by 
John M. Forbes, of Bos- 
ton, and if he had, 
whether an important 
new feature of invest- 
ment in the United 
States would have been 
demonstrated to the 
people.”’ 

This remark was 
made to me by the late 
George S. Coe, who.was 
one of the § leading 
bankers of the United 
States at the time of 
the civil war, and who 
was frequently brought 
into confidential rela- 
tions with the secre- 
tary of the treasury, 
Salmon P. Chase, and 
later with Mr. Fessen- E. J. Edwards. 
den when he had become secretary of the 
treasury, and who was also a close per- 
sonal friend of John M. Forbes. 

“Mr. Forbes made many valuable sug- 
gestions to the treasury department of 
which the public had no knowledge,” said 
Mr. Coe. “Such confidence had Secretary 
Chase in him that he sent him to England 
upon a secret mission, in 1863, to negotiate 
a loan of $10,000,000 in gold with Baring 
Brothers. 

“Mr. Forbes, I remember well, 
fident that if the people of the United 
States had an opportunity to lend their 
money to the government in the form of 
investment in government securities hun- 
dreds of millions would have poured into 
the treasury from that source. But at that 
time our government did not understand 
how a great popular loan could be nego- 
tiated directly between the government and 
the people. We were making our loans 
through fiscal agents and by the machinery 
of national banks, which when organized 
bought government bonds. But the govern- 
ment did not seem to reach the people di- 
rectly excepting through taxation. 

“I think it was only a few months after 
Senator Fessenden became secretary of the 
treasury, aS successor of Governor Chase, 
who had been appointed chief justice of the 
supreme court by President Lincoln, when 
Mr. Forbes made a suggestion to him which 
I have often thought would, had it been 
adopted, have proved to be of incalculable 
value to the American people. 

‘Mr. Forbes said to Secretary Fessenden: 
‘Within the last year you must have seen 
that the people are ready to Invest in gov- 
ernment securities. Now I am satisfied that 
if you will only work out a plan whereby 
the people can easily invest In these securt- 
ties, you will find that they will buy all the

securities you tissue and as rapidly as you 


could wish them to.’ 

“In reply Secretary Fessenden said that 
if Mr. Forbes would only suggest a plan 
by which this could be done, then the treas- 
ury department would give !t careful consid- 
eration, and if it were found feasible the 
plan would be adopted. 

“Why, you don’t need to ask me for the 
plan,’ Mr. Forbes replied. ‘I know you don't 
think much of Louis Napoleon, with 
his invasion of Me: is giving President 
Lincoln a good deal of trouble, but there 
is one thing he has done which you might 
adopt, and I think you would have the 
same success which he has met with in 
France.’ 

“When Secretary Fessenden asked for an 
explanation of this remark, Mr. Forbes said 
that ‘Louis Napoleon had caused the nation- 
al securities of France to be issued in very 
small denominations. Many millions were 
issued in bonds which were for only twenty 
francs, or about $4 of American money. 
These little bonds were gladly bought by the 
French people. They were easily bought be- 
cause the denominations were so small. Now 
if you will issue government bonds in de- 
nominations of ten, twenty and fifty dollars 
you will find that the American people will 
buy them as fast as you can issue them, and 
it will be a great deal better to do that 
than to go on issuing irredeemable paper 
money, which your greenbacks are.’ 

“Fessenden was very much taken with 
this idea, and I know that he gave it a great 
deal of consideration. But the state of Maine 
sent it back to the federal senate before he 
had time to work out the plan. I have never 
had any doubt that if the government had 
issued large amounts of these bonds, in de- 
nominations of ten, twenty and fifty dollars, 
the people of the United States, the plain 
people, as Lincoln called them, would have 
furnished the government all they needed.”

WAS GROUCHY A 
TRAITOR TO NAPOLEON? 


Why did General Grouchy fail to render 
the proper assistance to Napoleon at the 
battle of Waterloo? Was he a traitor to 
Napoleon? Was he a traitor to his country? 
And did he sell a victory, and what was the 
price? These are questions that the French 
people have asked themselves over and over 
again during the past century. Victor Hugo 
settles the question in very laconic and 
magisterial fashion. After his glowing de- 
scription of Waterloo in “Les Miserables,” he 
Says: 

“Was it possible that Napoleon should 
win this battle? We answer no. Why? Be- 
cause of Wellington? Because of .Blucher? 
No. Because of God.” 

The question, “What part had Grouchy in 
Napoleon's defeat at Waterloo” or, “was his 
failure to arrive in time the reason why the 
battle was lost?’ is at least not satisfactorily 
answered in “Grouchy’s Memoirs.” The bat- 
tle of Ligny was fought June 16 between 
the French and the Prussians under Blucher; 
on the same day the French manfully en- 
gaged the English at Quartre Bras; June 18 
the battle of Waterloo was fought, which 
ended by the timely arrival of Blucher on 
the battlefield in the total rout of the 


French. 

It is claimed that Grouchy, who com- 
manded the French right wing of 32,000, 
might either by engaging the Prussians, 
have prevented them from appearing in time 
on the battlefield and wresting the hard 
fought victory from Napoleon, or that he 


might have appeared on the battlefield him- 
self in time to crush Wellington before 
Blucher could possibly have arrived. 
Grouchy defends himself by saying that 
Napoleon was so elated over the victory at 
Ligny that he felt secure enough to go to 
Fleure and to bed, leaving Grouchy without 
any positive orders. He followed Napo- 
leon to Fleure in order to call his attention 
to the critical state of affairs, but as he ar- 


| 


| rived early in the morning, and as Napoleon 
had given strict orders not to be disturbed, 
it was 1 o'clock in the afternoon before he 
was granted an audience. : 

And even when he did have his interview 
he found Napoleon arbitrary, and claims that 
he simply followed instructions, as did the 
gallant leader of the six hundred at Bala- 
clava, recognizing that it meant disaster. 
If Marshal Grouchy tells the truth. and if 
every statement made by him in his me- 
moirs is according to facts, then it must be 
admitted that his reasons for nonaction were 
sufficient to justify his conduct even in the 
absence of treasonable designs. 

The appointment of Grouchy was an un- 
fortunate one, for the marshal, though in 
many respects a great cavalry leader, had 
never before had the command of a body of 
mixed troops, and even his cavalry successes 
had been obtained when under the orders of 
a superior. But what was most unfortunate 
about the selection that Grouchy had not 
enough personal authority to enforce his ore- 
ders on his corps commanders, and the fiery 
Vandamme not only despised but hated him 
because he had received the baton which he 
hoped was to have been his, while Girard, 
another general under him, was a personal 
enemy. 

At 11 a. m. on the morning of the battle 
as Grouchy’s columns were approaching 
Wavre, the marshal heard the commence- 
ment of the cannonading at Waterloo. Girard 
entreated him to march to the sound of the 
cannon, but Grouchy had what he considered 
distinct orders to pursue the Prussians, At 
5 p. m. he received Napoleon's dispatch, has- 
tily written at 1 p. m., ordering him to turn 
westward and crush the Prussian corps, but 
by them his main force was heavily engaged 
at Wavre, and even if he had been able to 
dispatch part of his force, it could not have 
arrived at Mont St. Jean till long after the 
end of the battle. 


cuse, found at least one in the inactivity of 
Grouchy, and made accusations against him. 
It will never be known whether he was jus- 
tified in so doing. At least Grouchy, by a 
skillful retreat, brought back his 32,000 men 
to Paris before the enemy arrived at the 
gates. 

Grouchy’s career ended with the abdica- 
tion of the emperor, and had the humiliation 
of finding himself subordinate to Davout, an 
old enemy. Like many another of the mar- 
shals, the veteran retained his health and 
faculties for many years and defended his 
character and actions and oriticised his ene- 
mies with the same clear logic which had so 
powerfully contributed to his early advance- 
ment. Grouchy died in 1847, and much has 
been written against him and in his de- 
fense for his actions at the famous Battle 
of Waterloo.

Newark is located nine miles west of 
New York city and has about as much 
chance to getting noticed as a Shetland pony 
beside an elephant.

Up- 
wards of one million automobiles pass 
through the city on Broad street each year 
bound for the famous roadhouses of New 
Jersey, and the Newark citizen who does not

A meeting of the en- 
gineering committee was held yester- 
day afternoon and the recommenda- 
tions of the executive committee were 
approved in reference to the Clayton 
controversy.

said Walter G. Cooper, of the execu- 
tive committee, and this has been ap- 
proved by the engineering commit- 
tee. In speaking of the controversy 
aroused, he said: 

“Captain Clayton heard of the re- 
port and asked to see it. His request 
was granted. It was suggested that 
he might nresent his side to the com- 
mittee, either verbally or in writing, 
before any action was taken. This 
was from a desire to be fair and to 
show proper courtesy to,a public 
officer as well as a member of the 
chamber. . Captain Clayton chose to 
publish his answer before sending it 
to the committee. Regardless of the 
merits of the report or of Captain 
Clayton’s reply the committee thinks 
that a published reply to an unpub- 
lished document is essentially unfair.” 

W. A. Hansell, Jr., assistant chief of 
construction, made the following reply 
to the interview of Secretary Cooper 
Thursday night: 

Hansell’s Reply. 

“I think that if there is any dis- 
courtesy it is on the part of the cham- 
ber of commerce in allowing the pub- 
lication of an article stating that the 
engineering committee advised re- 
forms in our department before the re- 
port had been acted on by the ex- 
ecutive committee, who now, through 
Mr. Cooper, complain of Captain Clay- 
ton’s discourtesy. 

“In this matter it may not be amiss 
to state that before the municipal re- 
search expert, Mr. Sands, reached At- 
lanta I went to see Mr. F. J. Paxon, 
the chairman of the committee of the 
chamber of commerce for whom Mr. 
Sands made the investigation of con- 
ditions in our department, and assured 
Mr. Paxon of our desire to co-operate 
with any movement whose aim was the 
betterment of our service to the city. 
Mr. Paxon then stated that the in- 
vestigation was really aimed at the 
betterment of municipal management 
in Atlanta and assured me that when 
Mr. Sands made this report it would 
first be submitted to us so that we 
could adopt his recommendations in 
regard to our department if we 
thought it advisable. if we did not 
agree with Mr. Sands the matter 
would be taken to council and council 
asked to instruct us to adopt the 
recommendations. If council would 
not do this, then the whole matter was 
to be put before the people jin the 
public press and the people themselves 
could force the adoption of the recom- 
mendations—if they saw fit. 

“Mr. Sands came, looked over the 

work under construction, was shown 
our office equipment, was introduced 
to the employees, was told of some 
changes we expected to make, went 
back to New York and made his re- 
ort. 
' “Of course we did not hear from Mr. 
Sands as to his report, as he was here 
for the chamber of commerce and must 
report to them, but Mr. Paxon could 
have sent us a copy of the report so as 
to allow us to adopt such parts as we 
wished and Mr. Paxon was chairman 
of the committee and could have au- 
thorized Mr. Cooper to send us a copy 
of the report, if Mr. Cooper had wished 
to do go. 

“Nor upon our failure to adopt these 
unknown recommendations made in 
this report did any member of the 
chamber of commerce appeal to coun- 
cil to force us to adopt them, but 
the first we knew of this report was 
in the public press. 

“Was that courteous treatment from 
any of the chamber of commerce? Was 
that even fair treatment?”

WASHINGTON THE MODEL CITY, | 
VERDICT OF PRESIDENT. TAFT 


Washington, February 20.—There is 
less graft, there is less scandal, po- 
lice protection is better and nature 
appears more beautiful in Washington 
than in any city in this country; 
President Taft declared tonightin his 
| farewell speech to the business and 
| professional men of the capital. 
|} “I have been here for the last nine 
|yegrs continuously,” said the presi- 
| dent. “I belleve I have been in such 
| positions as to know if graft or undue 
gain at the expense of the public were 
rife, or had any substantial existence. 
I do not mean to say that every man 
in Washington in business or in bank- 
ing is as pure and as disinterested as 
a Saint, but I do mean to say that, as 
cities go, there is nb city in the coun- 
try where there 1s less graft, where 
there is less food for scandal, where 
there is less manipulation for the pri- 


vate exploitation of individuals at the 
prmestis of the public than in Wash- 
ington. 

“IT don’t know any better policed city 
than the city of Washington; I don’t 
know any city where the Sunday laws 
and the liquor laws are better observed 
than they are here.”

In emphasizing Ireland’s improve- 
ment, Dr. Phillips calls special atten- 
tion to the more liberal land purchase 
laws and the university education 
which stresses scientific, technical and 
agricultural training. 

“Home rule at best will be an ex- 
periment,” he says, “for even under 
the present system Ireland can't raise 
enough revenue for her government: 
and with the rapidly declining popula- 
tion the problem of self-government 
will not be made any easier.”
